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THE GOVERNMENT AND TIE 
SANITARY BOARD. 


(Daily Press, 7th March.) 

The full extent of the Government’s 
appreciation of the recommendations of 
the Sanitary Commission are now dis- 
closed in the Bill which was laid before 
the Legislative Council on Thursday to 
amend the Pullic Health and Buildings 
Ordinance 1903. The Commissioners have 
been courteously thanked by Sir MATTHEW 
Nataan, by the Secretary or Stare, 
and by H. E. Sir Frepertck Luaarp 
for the ability and public spirit they 
have shown in undertaking a long and 
exhaustive investigation into the Sanitary 
Administration of the Culony; but the 
pone recommendations the Commission 

as made with a view tv correcting the 
abuses and remedying the inefficiency dis- 
closed by the evidence, have been pulitely 
condemned hy the Government as impractic- 
able. The outcome of the Commission then 
lias been executive action on many matters 
of detail including the correction «of the 
abuse of bribery and corruption, and the 
Government have produced a Bill embody- 
ing some of the subordinate recommenda- 
tions of the Commis:ion, and propose to 
deal partly by executive atd partly by 
legistative action with the question of the 
constitution and organisation of the 
Sanitary Department which, the Com- 
missioners concluded, lay at the root of 
the whole trouble. Tho Government's 
proposals however are diametrically o;posed 
to the recommendations of the Cowmission, 
since they curtail rather than extend the 
principle of popular control. 

His FxceLuency THE Governor in the 
long and interesting explanation he gave to 
the Legislative Council on Thursday stated 
the reasons of the Government's disseut 
from the larger principles enuncinted hy the 
Sanitary Cummiesion, and some of th. se we 
propose to examine. The Governme:t lias 
recognised the force of the argument that 
the multitudinous duties attaching to the 
office of Principal Civil Medical Officer nake 
it humanly impossible for that gentleman 
to give that constant and close supervision 
to the Sanitary Board which its proper 
working demands ; and the Bill proy-oses to 
relicve this officer not only of the p-sition 
of administrative heal of the Sanitary 
Board, but of membership of that body, and 
in his place it is proposed to appoint ag head 
of the departinent ‘a cadet officer with 
experience of the Chinese, in the Chins se 
language and of proved administrative 
capacity a working head whe shall 
devote his whole time and shall be vested 
with adequate powers and responsibility and 
whose career shall depend upon the efliciency 
of the department, and who, lke his 
subordinates, shall be responsible to the 
Government.” This looks an excellent 
scheme on paper, like the proposal inade 
in 1902 for the appointment of a Simi- 
tary Commissioner, but in actual practice, 
though the proposed new head of the 
Department is shorn of the despotic powers 
with which it wasintended to invest the Saui- 
tary Commissioner, it vet secms to us that 
the appointment is onen to much the same 
objections. If the ideal man is obtained 
“the system may be the most convenient

Colony of Singapore, ought not t> be 
impossible here. ‘The arguinents Hes Kx. 
ocllency urged against this ree mmendation 
of the Commission are af no greater force 
in Hongkong than they are in S.ngapore, 
and in the southera calony the whele of the 
sanitary work isin the bands of a munici- 
pality with a self-contained and competent 
staff. 

We were somewhat astonish 1 to nate 
for the first time in His Exe-Heney's speech

The forestry question on the right 
bank of the Yalu has lony since ceased to 
be anything more than a mere Chinese 
bluff, the Tinanens Forestry office having 
proceeded with its operations ; and China 
has been similarly undetermined over the 
fishery rights on the Manchurian coast, 
lcttiug the main contentions of the Japanese 
pasa, and merely quibbling over certain 
uninteresting details. It has been stated 
that the question of Jap tmese mails in China 
amodnts to little more than the conclusion 
of a supplement to the Postal Treaty exist- 
ing hatween the two countries. [tis not a 
inatter of any vital importance. The 
Japanese postal service in China ia to be 
conductel as at present until ae supple- 
ment has Teen signed. Auy delay in the 
negotiations on this question will have little 
effect on the postal service. On the matter 
of the telegraphs, the views of the two 
Governments have likewise come within 
measurable distance of solution, ouly a 
point or two still remaining unsettled. The 
Japanese telegraphic service in Manoburia 
is working satisfactorily and no obstacles 
are now met with. T iis queation is not of 
such a nature to make the hurrying on of 
the settlement a matter of first importance, 
and the delay in the negotiations can 
cause no s:ecial incanvenience to Japan, 
The dispate between Japan (on behalf of 
RKoret) an-l China regarding the border 
district of Cuientao is still a matter of 
negotiation, it is true, but as hag 
already been explain-d in this journal, 
that ig a very ancient dispute, and now that 
the excitable underlings on both sides have 
been checked, it is not likely tbat the 
ceutral authorities will fail to cffeet a 
permanently amicable settiement —though 
not so quickly, perhaps, as -impatient 
outsiders seem to think desirable. Authority 
has been claimed further for the at tement 
that concerning the matter of the Customs 
in North Manchuria with the object of put- 
ting goods com‘ns into China overland on 
the same level aa thoge by 3-a, an intimation 
waa received in Tokyo recently that a 
Customs House had been opened. While it is 
tobe rezretted that the opening was delayed 
‘for so long, now that the Customs House 
| haa actually been opened, all complaints 
should cease. Should any delinquencies 
occur in the operation of the Customs in 
Nerth Manchuria the Governmant would be 
| prepared tard ita utmiost to rectify matters.

little too much to describe education, 
history, geography, political economy and 
the art of government, philosophy, &c., as 
“ subjects hitherto generally undreatmt of in 
Chinese philosophy.” Military science bas 
been neglected in China, not because it was 
“undreaint of,’ but because Chinese 
philosophy put it on a plaue of uuworthi- 
ness. Hygiene, perhaps, and the niaterialist 
sciences, nre new, but taking the general 
literature mentioned as now in_ strong 
demand, we may say that much of it merely 


presents in their forciga dresxa ideas 
already familiar in China. The inability 
of a polygamous peaple to  under- 


stand the “love stories”? of mouogamous 
races is explicible enough, and dves not 
prove the suggested mental antipodality of 
East and West. The Orientals who have 
oxce obtained the clue to the puzzle probably 
appreciite our romances as well, at least, as 
Occidentals appreciate the Eastern epitha. 
lium in the ‘Song of Solomon.”’ The 
Chinese literati have always respected 
history ; that itis mainly foolish history, of 
the ‘dry bones” or mythological kind, dues 
notalter the main question, The popular 
history still taught to Western children is 
no better, King Alfred and the cakes, Kiny 
Canute and the tide, and go on, being no 
more useful than the marvellous heroes 
of Chinese history. Chinese geographies 
are alco still extant, aud remind us 
forcibly of Eurvpean geographical essays 
of:a few centuries ago. In ‘the art 
of Government.” it is questionable if we 
can teach tne Chinese anything at all, in 
theory at least. We, as well as they, are 
still far short of the glory of the ideals. 
As to philosophy, the most striking thing 
about the modern pursuit of it is to find | 
how closely in agreement are the philoso- 

phers of widely separated peoples, and if a 

coinpetent sinologue were to go through 

all Western philosophy, underlining every 

passage and proposition that has its parallel 

in Chinese literature of the same order, we 

fancy there would be very little left to 

figure as exclusively Western. We must 

get rid of the idea that we are far ahead of | 
China in the matter of thinking out the - 
meaning of life and the art of it. At the 

same timc,--we are entirely iu sympathy 

with the writer who would fain sec more 

discrimination in the choice of westeru | 
writings to be translated fur the Chinese. 
In Europe we would be no worse off for a 
“burning of the books.” There is an inn- 
mensc flood of matter written and printed 
for no higher purpose than that of enabling 
thoughtless folk tu ‘ pase the time,” and as 
it is produced by grossly imperfect thinkers 
for those who will not think, it is uctually 
doing a great deal of social harm. Hitherto, 
China has escaped this. China bas a mass 
of really valuable literature, but familiarity 
seems to have bred contempt forit. Atany 
rate it seems to have lost its vitalily as a 
moving force. An adage crystalisiny a good 
idea, somehow never sees to strike people 
so much as the same idea fieshly presented, 
and Mr. Dyer Batt has pointed out how 
wise Chinese sayings are often miauaderstvod 
and mieapplied, merely because they have 
become commonplaces Jf speech, rather than 
factors for reflection. It was interesting 
the other day to hear a Shanghai China- 
man, startled by the blue sparks from the 
tram wire, crying, as be ran away, a weil 
known saying, (o the effect that “a single 
spark will set a whole hillside ablaze.” 
That saying originally was designed to 
affect conduct in quite other and more 
usual circumstances, but it is questionable 
if it ever does. We have equivalents fur it, 
but how many of us apply it in our daily 
conduct toward our fellows, to prevent us

In the action Juan Yeong Wood and Lam 
Choy agatoxt the Standard Oil Company of 
New York the plaintiffs claimed for S7u,QU0 
from the defendants alleged to be due for work 
dous and material supplied on defendants’ 
premises at Liichikok. Mr. M. Slade, instructed 
by Mr. Llastings, of Messrs Haetings and 
Hastings, appeared for the plaintiffs and the 
Hon, Mr. U1. E. Pollock, K.C., instructed by 
Mr. Atkinson, from the affics of Messrs Deacon, 
{coker and Deacon appsaared for the defendanta. 

Mr. Slade, in opening, said that the question 


which his Lordstip had to decide was the 
amount of work which had been done by the 
plaintiffs in this action, The question aa to 
whether any clauses of the contract could bs 
relied upon as a defence to this action.ag set 
up in the statement of defence had already 
been decided by his Lordship in the negative. 
His Lordship had decided that the contract had 
been rescinded and that the piaintiffs had a 
right {o recover the valce of the work done.

Brackenbury, (secretary to tue Governor), Mr. 

Others 
present included Sir Paul Chater, Hon. Mr. 
i, Osborne, Mr. N. Sfudy, ete. 

The tev. Jd. H. FRANC@ opened the proc-d- 
ings with a short historical statemeat, ‘They 
were mat, he said, not to embark on a new enter- 
pris«, but to eudeavour to quicken an already 
existing enterprise.

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except London, There is no need for me to 
emphasise to you the great necessity in a colony 
like this for an institution in aid of merobant 
seamen. I see from the last published statistics 
for 16, that there were 71,278 seamen who 
passed or repassed through this port. About 
hal€ of these were British. The Lnatitation is 
not confined to British mercantiley seamen but 
ix open to the mercantile seamen of all nations 
without discrimination and also to the;men of the 
Royal Navy. As you know there are about 4000 
British bluejackets in the China Squadron and 
they are constant visitors. In the three years that 
the Lustitation has occupied the present premises 
there bave been 30,00 visita by seamen to it, 
Aboat 15,00 beds bave been occupied during 
the last year. The siteis a very bad one, at 
the far end of the Kastern Praya, and the site 
at Kowloon is even worse because it has been 
crowded in by Chinese houses. I think that I 
can recommend to you to support most heartily 
the project we have met here to disouss. It is 
worthy in every way of cur support and I hope 
the proceedings here to-day will resalt in a very 
liberal subscription towards the new site it is 
hoped to get, Iwill only say one other word 
before I sit down. Asa resalt of legislation in 
the Colony in 1905 we havo been able to abolish 
and get rid of that disreputable class of seamen 
called beachcombers. Therefore I may say that 
the class of men} who frequent this Institute 
are honest hardworking seamea and men who 
should be encouraged, as they are the men 
to whom we owe our commercial and naval 
supremacy. Iwill now ask Mr. D. R Law to 
s-cond the resolution which I have proposed. 
(Applause.) 

Mr. Law [said—Your Excellency, Admiral 
Mvore, my Lord Bishop, Ladies and Gentle- 
men. After the very interesting and exhaus- 
tive speeches’ by His Excellency and the Rev. 
Mr. France there is little for me to say beyond 
expressing the great pleasure it affords me 
to second His Excellency's resolution, The 
object of our meeting thia afternoon is one 
which must appeal to all of us, our existence 
and wealth as »n Empire depend almost en- 
tirely upon our sea borne commerce and the 
Navy which safeguards it.

VICTORIA BRITISH SCHOOL. 


The distribution of priz-s took place at 
this school yesterday when ao large numbar of 
pareots aud others interested attended to 
participate in the ceremony. Mr. E, D. C, 
Wolfs presided, and H &, the Governor, who 
presented the prizes, was acoumpanied by Mr, 
Brackenbury. 

In an interval of the programme, the 
Headmaster, Mr. W. {. Williams, read his 
report for the year 1{u7, At the outset be 
referred to the attendauce, stating that the 
school had been opened 177 times during the 
year and that the low figure was due to the 
school having been closed for structural 
alterations aod that the low attendance in 
summer made it advisable to cluse the school, 
‘Tbe bighest number on the roll at any one 
{ime was ot. The total exponditure under 
ralaries aud olher charges amounted to 86165 
and the fotal amount received in fees 
was S1167.00 the nolt cost for mainten- 
ance being S70", and as the average 
atlendance was oU ths natt cost to the Govern- 
ment per ohild per auoum was $111], whioh was a 
high figure compared with 232.38 for oach 
scholarat Queen's College. The headmaster dwelt 
on the importance of boys in the upper forms 
remaining longer at souool, and went on to 
justify the location of the school, the site baing 
healtby and the position central in view of the 
fact that the children came from a very extensive 
area, II proceeded to indicate the progress 
which examinations had disclos-d in most

Unturtuuately we were very much 
disappointed iu this respect, as the result showed 
a loss of uearly $20.u0U, This was caused by 


delay in the first inxtance, owing to a scarcity , 


of Intour, and secondly, by difficulties arisipg 
in getting {hese vessels toc mu up to the speed 
coutracled for. Consequently, heavy clrims 
were made for demurrage and farther expense 
was incurred in making the necessary alter- 
ations. I am gladtosay that we continua to 
get. a fair share of the usual work cfferiug both 
in the bat bour and on shore, but on account cf 
the very keen competition mot with, the 
margio of profit has to be cut very fiue. 
‘(he plant, machinery and building have 
been kept in a fairly good state of repair. 
Owing to the long and still existing depres- 
siou in the land and property market, we have 
been unable to sell, lease or let, auy purtion of 
our property, therefore we are still heavily 
Landicapped in having to pay iuterest on the 
mortgage, Crown reol aud taxes, and receiving 
no reveuve in returp, but we cau ouly hope 
that this depressiou may shortly vanish and a 
briskness in business take its place.

THE GOVERNMENT AND THE 
SANITARY BOARD.

It is satisfactory {o note that the Bill which 
the Government bas brought forward to amend 
the Public Health and Buildings Ordinance is 
receiving the attention it deserves alike from 
the Chinese and the Europeans whose interests 
are concerned, By the tima the Bill comes up 
for a second reading the Goverument should 
have the benefit of valuable expressions of public 
opinion in regard to the most debateable pro- 
visions of the Bill. 

So far as the larger question of public control 
of the work of the Sanitary Board is concerned. 
nothing has yet been done which, by any 
stretch of the imaginaticn, can be oonsiderad 
alarming to the Government. Can it be that 
the community has changed with the times? 
A dozen years ago the Government's refusal 
to accept the recommendations of th» “ani- 
tary Commission in this regard would have 
elicited, in less than a week, 8 more striking 
manifestation of disapproval than has yet 
been given. The suggestions which the Com- 
miasion made were, a dozan years or 80 Bg), 
distinctly encouraged as an ideal by tha Colonial 
OfBce. Can the Government be blamed, then, 
if it assumes in the absence of any popular 
agitation on the subject, tbat tha old aspirations 
of the community are dead and buried, and that 
the alternative proposals put forward by the 
Government in place of those advanced by the 
Commission have the silent support of the 
community? 

It may be objected thit it is hasty to draw 
such a conclusion yet, The Chamberof Com- 
merce is convening a meeting for the elec- 
tion of a member of the Legislative Council 
to ocoupy the seat. temporarily vacated by the 
Hon. Mr. E. A. Hewett, and this will doubtless 
offer the occasion for an expression of pablic 
opinion on the subject. When the Chamber of 
Commerce last expressed an opiuion on a ques- 
tion of this character the plebiscite was 
overivhelmingly iu favour of more effuc- 
tive public control. Whether the leading 
Chiness who are preparing to discuss the 
Bill will venture to ventilate their views op 
the subject of quasi-municipal goverament 
remains to be seen, and when it is seen 


it may have an important bearing on the 
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Council. 

It is well that the community should «noe 
more have the pros aud cons of the question 
put before them. 

Mr, Shelton Hooper, as a member of the 
Commission, wrote as an appendix to the 
Report a valuable historical review of the 
demand for a more effective control of the 
affairs of the Colony, but he omitted to include 
in it the Colonial Office approval to

Reference is madg {to 
this dispatch now not ouly becanse it gives 
official sanc’ion to tha aspiration which the 
Sanitary Commission voice!, but also becuse 
it was in answer ta petition sygaed by neirly

Hon. Mr. H. E. Pollock, x.c-, and tha Hon. 
Dr. Ho Kai, That petition. presanted t» the 
House of Commons in !&%¢ prayed for re- 
presentative government in Hongkong, and 
Lord Ripon, who was Secretary of Ntate for 
tha Colonies at the time, wrote a despatch in 
which, after discussing the d+mands for uu- 
official representation on the Executive Couucil 
and increased representation on the Legislative 
Council, concluded as follows :— 

““ With regard to the institution of a Muni- 
cipal Council, L frankly say that [ should like 
to seu one established at Hongkong. But there 
appear to be two practical difficulties in the 
way. ‘Tho ficst ix the preseot crisis. Iam 
not prepared to sanction an- imyortaut 
clange of administration, until the future is 
tolerably clear and until the necessary meas- 
ures fer protecting the health of the Colony 
have been finally decided upon and brough: 
intooperation. ‘I'uea, in « clear fi ‘Id, it may 
be possible to crette a municipal body with 
some prospect of success, 

“The second difficulty, to which allusion 
bas already been made, is that of separating 
Municipal from Colonial matters, {1 am not 
confident that that difficulty oan be overcome, 
noram I covfilent thata municipility would 
be welcomy to, and work harmoniously with, 
the military authorities. Still it is possible 
that the Sanitary Board might be developed 
into a satisfactory Municipal Council control- 
liug all or some of the revenue which is now 
derived from rates. Whether any schema of 
the kind is feasible I would ask you carefully 
to consider at your leisure, and in (he meau- 
time you are at liberty, if you see occasion to 
do so, to give publicity to this despa(cb.” 
Presumably the Governor (then Sir William 

Robinson) did carefully consider the matter, 
but the despatch in which lis Kcelleacy 
communicated his views to Downing Street 
was not published. Thera ara indications 
iu subsequent despatches from the Colonial 
Office that those views were definitely adverse 
to any scheme of the kind, for the Rt. Hon. 
Joseph Chamberlain, who succeeded Lord Ripon 
in the Colonial Office, remarking two years 
later ou the abseocs of a Municipsl Coun- 


cil in Hongkong, ohserved: “It seems 
impracticable to alter this stats of things 
for this reason among others: that the 


Colony and Municipality would ba in great 
measure co-extensire, and it would be almost 
mpossible to draw (he ling batween Colonial 


and Manicipal matters.’ Therefore, in Mr. 
Chamberlaiu’s opinion, the mo-t practical 
course was to recognise that tha Colonial 


Governmeut was di§chargiug Municipal dutics 
and that on {hat account representatives of the 
citiz:ns might fairly bs given a placy on the 
Executive. 

It has to be said however, fur the recommenda. 
lion of the Sanitary Commission that no carefuily 
prepared sche was ever before submitted to 
the (ioveroment rhowing io Lord Ripan’s 
words bow “the Sanitary Board wight ba 
developed into a satisfactory Municipal Couucil 
controlling . . Bome of the revenue 
which ix now deriv-d from rates.’ That 
xcheme is fairly entilled to consideration on 
its merits. Since its publication it bas 
been favourably commente{! apfoo, and gen- 
erally regarded as a good scheme; bat it 
can be more profitably debated now that 
His Excellency has publicly stated the reasons 
for its rej~ctiou.

It has to ba recognised that (there are 
arguments—and weighty arguments—against 
the establishment of even a quasi-Manicipalily 
iu the Colony, and though the preponderating 
voice of the Community has in times past been 
in faveur of i', the opposition hag uot emanated 
entirely from tha officials. Mr. J.J. Koswiok 
aud Mr. E, RB. Belilios, while members of the 
L-gislativa Council, weote strongly agaiost tha 
idea, But many years have since paased aud 
ample excuse exists for reconsideration of the 
matter. Io a further article we shall consider 
{he schema of tho Commissivn and the Gvera- 
menot's alteruative proposals, 


Tho first question which suggests itself when 
we approich the consid-ration of the muuicipal 
scheme ot the Commission is this: What are 
the conditions which have prompted the reoom- 
mendation ? This takes us at occe to the root of 
matters. Whea wo take the statemsants made 
by the Commissioners on this point and contrast 
them with deolarations made by Eis Erovllenoy 
the Governor we discover that a serious mis- 
understanding exists either on the cne side 
or the other on an all-important poiot. That 
poiot ig the s:atus of the present Sanitary 
Board. Is the Board, aa the Com missioners 
affirm, something even Icss than Consulting 
Committee, or is the Board the master, not the 
servant, of the administrative head of the 
depar(ment? The President of the Sanitary 
Board claims (vido para. 3! of the Report) :— 

that he is the sole bead of the Department 

within the terms of Ordinance 23 of 1903, and 
that it is only in certain comparatively small 
matters, or as a matter of courtesy, that he 
consults the Board as to the working of the 
l)epartment, or even keeps them informed as 
to what is taking place in the Department. 

All matters reluting to finance, the control, 

appointments, promotions, &v, of the staff, 

conduct of business between the Board 

Meetiogs, and the ordering of the daily work 

of the Department being outside the juris- 

diction of the Sanitary Board.” 

‘he Commissioners do not dispute the 
corr.ctness of the attitnda taken up by the 
Principal Civil M-dical Offver. ‘These views, 
however, were not countenanced by tlis Ex- 
o«llency the Governor in bis speech to the 
Council. His Bxovllency, it is tras, did not 
take hold of this particular paragraph of the 
Raport, and directly d-clary that the President 
and the Commissioners bad takeo a totally 
wrong view of the matter; bat when His 
Excellency is dealing in bis address with tha 
question whether the Medical Officer of Health 
should have a seat oo the Board, we fad him 
saying: —‘ {t bas been urged that be ia o 
servant of the Board, reapoaosible for osrrvying 
out the decisions of the Buard, bat the President 
ts less a servant of the Board to carry

oul its dectsons.” Couteast this declaration 
with tbe statement io the Report of the 


Commission, which affirms that the existing 
Ordinance, a amended by section 23 of 19:3, 
has placed the whole control of the administra- 
tion of the Sanitary Department in the hands of 
the Priocipal Civil Medics! Uffloer (a admin- 
istrative head of the Board), reducing the 
Sanitary Board to something even less thao a 
Consulting Committee,” an! place sqsinst this 
statement also this further observation by the 
Governor: “The Ssnitacy Board w-igh ... 
expert opinion agains’ qas<tions of floance and 
policy and the majursly dec.de the issue.” 

If that correctly represeats the position, & 
great deal of groand disipprars from nader 
the fabric erected by the Commission, aod 
these extracts from His Erxcellency's 
speech might asefally be done in illamiaated 
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text and framed for hanging on the walls of 
the Board room as a perpetual reminder {o the 
President and tha members generally, Before 
passing away from this question of the Board's 
powers of control there is one other point 
to notice. It is that Hia Fxcellency 
proposes {of make cer’ain changes in procedure 
which, while they sarva to show that he is not 
entirely ous of sympatl y with the aspirations 
voiced by the Commiasionera, will at the same 
{ime add emphasis to the declarations above 
quoted. His Excellency said : 

I propose that tho head of the depar{ment 
shall, before the 3lst March of each year, lay 
the Estimates before (he Sanitary Board for 
discuas‘on, fogether with any proposal which 
he may have to make regarding works of a 
sanifary nature included in the vole for 
Pablio Works Extraordinary. | propose that 
he shall consult the Sanitary Board on any 
sugges'ed changes in giving effect to sanilary 
Byelswa; that he chall inf-rm the Board of 
any change in the organisation of the steff; 
that Le shall inferm them regarding any re- 
commendations for af-poin{ment, leave, or dia- 
missal of the Eurcpean staff; and that he 
shall las before them any complaint of the 
public regarding tho st ff. 

This seems a very satisfactory concession avd 
will go far fowards checking sucha state of 
things as the Commissioners repres:nt when 
they say that “the excessive powers given to 
Sanitary inspectors, ceupled with insufficient 
supervision, reru'ted iu considerable laxity on 
the part of the iuepectors as to the execution 
cf their duties snd is responsible in a praat 
measure for the corruption which existed.” 
On this we haca from the (‘ommission the 
claim that “(the B.a‘d must have full power to 
order and direct the cficers and servants to 
carry out their orders, which orders should pase 
through the hands of the Secretary whose ! 
daty it should be to see them carried out,” 

One would guppose that tle Secretary of such 
a department ag the Sanitary D. partment would 
have enough duties of a secretarial character to 
monopolise his whole time end attentien; and 
to impose on him the additional responsibility 
cf seeing tbat the orders and directions given 
by the Beard to ifs cfficers aud servants are 
carried out seems a very large order indeed— 
quite safficient, in fact, fo erngige tha whole 
xttention of «ne man. No Secretary of any 
Municipality in the world bas such au extensive 
range of duties to perform ag this claim would 
seem to impose, Efficient supervision in such 
circumstances could net reasonab'y be expected. 
The Commissicn would by this paragraph | 
impose on the Sccretary duties which in reality 
constitute him tha admiuistrativa head af the 
whole dep-rimeu!, thauvh they withbeld from 
him that designation. Bat whea tha Gommis- 
sion proceed to werk out their scheme of 
reorganisation {ley abandon this idea cf a

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NEW TERRITORY MYSTERIES. 


Reports still come to hand of (he depr-dations 
caused by wild animals in the New Territory. 
The tigers already mentioned ss baing in the 
neighbourhood of Pingshan ara still at larye, 
as dead pigs testify daily in and aronod the 
village. o little alarm prevails among the 
villagers in conseqnenoe. 

We hear that two officers of (he Cameron 
Highlanders are equipping an expedition to go 
in search of the two tigers. They proosad by 


launch this morning to Pingshan where 
doubtless the sergeant of polica will be 
able to show them the tracks of fhe 
animals. It is to be hoped the sportsman
